Now, as the humour, or rather the fathion, of playing 
for money prevails every day, not only amongft people of 
condition, but even amongft fuch, whofe chief intercft 
fhould be, one would think, to avoid all unneceflary ex- 

ces in their families ; what I was thinking of, is, how 
to make this very fafhion contribute to the benefit of the 
poor. The tax that is already laid upon every pack of cards, 
ots only inte the exchequer: but what advantage is that to 
thegenerality of mankind? The poor are, not withftanding, 
as indigent as before : the rich as ufelefly a. 

{ therefore propofe to have a wooden box fix'd up in 

fome convenient place in every houfe, with a flit in the 
lid, which may contain all money that may be loft from 
time to time, at cards, or any other games. 1 would like- 
wife have a proper perfon appointed in 7 parifh to 
keep the key, and to collect weekly from each houfe, what 
may have been dropt into the box, in order to diftribute 
it among the poor every funday. This, at the year’s end, 
Tam perfuaded, would amount to fomething pretty con- 
fiderable; and be not only a means of relieving the diftrefs'd 
and needy, but alfo of eafing the induftrious, who are not 
fo polite, from an exorbitant rate; which bears very hard 
upon them. Befides, I flatt:r myéelf, that it can’t but be 
very fatisfa€tory to an ingenious mind to reflect, that from 
two or three hours amufement, fome benefit may accrue 
to thofe, who, tho’ they are unhappy, are yet of the fame 
fpecies with itfelf. I am fure there can be no true pleafure 
in carrying home from a friend’s houfe a guinea or two, 
and which perhaps can be but ill- {pared to be thrown away 
only upon the prevalency of a fafhion. 

| would not be mifteken for achur), by what I have faid, 
or as it | was apainft any innocent diverfion, which may 
firve to relieve the fatigues of butinefs or ftudy: I like to 
play at cards myfelf; and for want of my favourite cat, 
while [ am taking my pipe alter fupper, often divert » 
felf with a game or two at picquette with my houfe- 
keeper, by way of unbending my mind, before I go to 
bed.
